L. Howard, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, have the matter In hand, 
and under thplr direction an investiga- 
tion Is being conducted to ascertain the 
value of the Contra Costa plant, 
and 


the cost of obtaining from other sources 
a water supply of equal volume, qual- 
ity and permanence. 


This investigation is being conduct- 


od with the knowledge and approval of 
the Council, which has agreed to de- 
fray the necessary expdnse of the In- 
vestigation and to adopt the measures 
that may be recommended. 


Desmond Fitzgerald of Boston, one of 


the most eminent hydraulic engineers 
in America, Is now making r_ thorough 
examination of the Contra Cos*a sys- 
tem to ascertain Its probable value. He 
is doing this at the instance of Mayor 
Olney and Councilman Howard, who 
engaged him for tHe purpose,'with the 
knowledge and consent of the Council. 
He has been very quietly at work for 
some time, and It was only today that 
his presence and mission, leaked, out. 


Muricipal water supply Is Mr. Fitz- 


Kerald's specialty, and he ranks among 
the' foremost experts In the country. 
Hia report, will be under fqur heads. 


1. The probable cost of duplicating 


the construction of the Contra Costa 
system. 


2. Its probable value as a completed 


system in operation, with an establish- 
ed supply of assured permanence. 


3. The feasibility and probable cost 


of procuring an adequate supply from 
wells driven In thn Niles cone. 


4. The probable cost of procuring 


from any source a daily supply equal 
In quality, quantity and permanence to 
that now afforded by the Contra Costa 
system. ;is a basis of comparison as to 
the v.ilue of the latter. 


Engineer Fitzgerald'! Inquiries are, 


therefore, to be exhaustive In every 
branch of the water question as It af- 


I fects Oakland. The 'Investigation was 


I set on foot by Mayor Olney and Coun- 


j cllman Howard because they wished to 
! be thoroughly Informed on the water 
situation before taking an irrevocable 
step. 


They engaged Mr. Fitzgerald to make 


1 an investigation because they wanted 
! the opinion of some outside unprejudlc- 
! ed expert of unimpeachable authority.

The jirlmary object of Mr. Fitzger- 


aid's mission Is to ascertain the value 
of the Contt-a Costa plant; with a view 
to the city taking it over. It Is deemed 
desirable to purchase It, If satisfactory 
'terms : ran be arranged,'. lor two: rea- 
sons. First, grave doubts are suggest- 
ed as tc the permanence and desirabil- 
ity of the proposed supply from wells 
in the vicinity of Nlles. Second, the 
obvious advantage of avoiding a com- 
petitive war between the Contra Costa 
Compai y and a Bystem the city might 
Install. 


Mr. I-'itzgeraia Is now engaged in 


examining the various parts of .the 
Contra Costa system, but as the greats 
est secrecy is maintained It cannot be 
stated now soon his report ' will be 
ready. No one, not even the Mayor or

Unitarian Church of this city, who was 
chosen by Mr. Cartano and Mr. Young, 
and who served as chairman of 
the 


board.

Rev. Mr Jones was chosen in this 


way: 
Arbitrator Young proposed to 
Arbitrator Cartano that if he, acting 
for the union, would nominate 
three 
Spokane ministers, the Spokesman-Re- 
view would accept one of the three as 
the third arbitrator. A-.nong the three 
thug named by the union was Hev. W. 
M. Jones. 
After four weeks of .careful investi- 
gation the board decrees that the fol- 
lowing minimum wage scale shall be 
In effect for two years from June 1, 
1903: 
Night men, $24 per woek; diy 
men, $21 per week; eight hours to con- 
stitute a day's work. This la a reduc- 
tion of the former scale of 50 cents per 
day and a change of hours from seven 
and a half to eight. 
PRESENT EMPLOYES NOT RE- 


DUCED. 


Tho Important proviso Is addod, 


however, that employes of the Review 
Publishing Company 
"now 
holding 


regular positions Khali, BO long as they 
remain continuously In the employment 
of said company, receive for each day's 
work of eight hourg not less than they 
now receive per flay of seven arid one- 
haU hour*, the salfl employes to be sub- 
ject to the customary rules aa to dis- 
charge." In other words, tha wages of 
present employes of the Spokosman- 
Hevlew are not reduced. 
This arbitration was conducted under 
a flve years' arbitration agreement be- 
tween the International Typographical 
TJnion, of which the local union In 
a 
member, and the Review 
Publishing 


Company. Under this agreement each 
party binds itself to submit to arbitra- 
tion all differences over wages 
and 


hours. The union binds Its members 
not to strike, walk out, boycott or en- 
gage in any form of concerted inter- 
ference with the peaceful operation of 
work in the composing room of the Re- 


ing papers was 
considerably lower. 


The evidence' also showed that 
the 
average union wages in cities of the 
size <-f Spokane was'considerably less 
than i.he foregoing figures, and that the 
average working day. was over eight 
hours. 


THE BOARD'S FINDINGS. 


Tiw findings of the board follow: 
"Tbat the average union scale of 


wag-en on daily newspapers in all cities 
in th'i United States of the size and 
class of Spokane and cities larger than 
Spokane and of -a population not ex- 
ceeding 100,000, according to the gov- 
ernmont census, is considerably less 
than the scale of wages in force prior 
to January 1, 1903, upon, the 
newspapers in Spokane, Wash.

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A FOOLISH ASSUMPTION, 
HARRIMAN'S TEXAS EXPERIENCE 


The recent meeting of manufacturers 


In New York to devise a general or- 
ganization of employers to fight the la- 
bor unions seems re have been largely 
prompted by D. M. Parry, whose bitter 
speech at New Orleans provoked 
no 


much discussion. The dominant note 
of the assemblage appeared to be pro- 
test against laborers organizing 
for 


their own protection. It was assumed 
that this Is In some way an Infringe- 
ment on the rights of others—employ- 
ers especially—and is morally; If not 
legally wrong. 
It was also assumed, 


apparently, that the unions are organ- 
ized primarily to commit the sporadic 
•wrongs that company all protracted 
strikes or acrimonious labor disputes. 


This extreme position accounts, per- 


haps, for the failure of the assemblage 
to make any decided Impression on the 
country. It certainly accomplished nb 
visible results. It Is too late In the 
day to dispute the right of men 
of 


any class or condition to organize for 
their mutual protection and advance- 
ment. Worklngmen have precisely the 
saime right to organize to promote thelr 
own Interests that capitalists have, j 
Another thing, worklngmen's organlza- ! 
tlons are not necessarily hostile 
tn 


employers or antagonistic 
In 
their 


nature to the Interests of capitalists. 
Each factor In production has Its own 
rights and limitations, and the inter- 
ests of neither labor nor capital can 
•safely be left to the discretion 
and 


good will of the other. Each 
must 


protect Itself. 


It Is true labor organizations mak^ 


mistakes. 
So do capitalists individ- 


ually and collectively. But nobody as- 
Bumes that because some capitalistic 
organization perpetrates wrongs, 
all 


capitalistic organizations are therefore 
guilty of wrongdoing and are formed to 
do wrong. A labor union may adopt 
a wrong policy and a federation o£

unions may sanction and promote It, 
but this does not mean that the unions 
are themselves bad things or do not 
In the main serve good and useful pur- 
poses. 


Strikes are a form of strife. 
They 


are a state of war between employers 
and organized labor, and like all kinds 
of warfare, ore accompanied by 
in^ 


stances of cruelty and meanness. The1' 
logic of Mr. Parry and bis assoclnU-s 
would make throwing stones nt non- 
union street car men the chief aim and 
object of the carmen's union. 
Every 


man acquainted with 
trades 
unions 


knows that violence is absolutely op- 
posed to the true spirit of unionism. 
That the spirit of the unions often be- 
comes unreasonably proscrlptlve Is un- 
fortunately true, but it Is often Indur- 
ed by an equally prescriptive spirit on 
the part of the employers. The more 
ignorant and lawless 
in 
the unions 


will resort to violence in times of 
strike, but the unions are organized f'>r 
no such purpose, and in principle are 
opposed to the use of force. Howevt-r, 
It suits the convenience of Mr. Parry 
to assume that the unions are organ- 
ized for the 
promotion of lawlessness 


and violence. He uses the assumption 
as a justification for his claim that the 
unions have no right to exist. From 
this point it is only a step to denying 
worklngmen the right to organize at 
nil. 


This Is foolish and mischievous, for 


workingmen cannot be prevented from 
organizing, and attacks on their or- 
ganizations such ns are made by men 
of the Parry stamp only embitter the 
relations between labor and capital. 
Mr. Parry would put the dollar above 
the man. 
That cannot be permittc-d. 


On the other hand, capital must not 
be destroyed on any pretext. To per- 
mit it to be destroyed is to submit to 
the destruction of the Industrial sys- 
tem in which it is employed. 


The refusal of the Texas Railroad 


Commission to approve the sale of a 
half interest In the Houston and Texas 
Central Railroad to the Rock 
Island 


Company does not Involve the same 
principle presented by the formation 
of the Northern Securities 'Company. 
The Houston & Texas Central Is a 
local corporation operating under 
a 


State charter, but Its stock is owned 
by the Southern Pacific Company. Its 
main line runs from Houston through 
Dallas to DeniSon, but It has branches 
runnlnc to Austin, Waco and Fort 
Worth. 
The Rock Island, which has 


built' through Oklahoma to Dallas and 
Fort 
Worth, proposed to continue 


building to GalVeston, which of course 
meant paralleling the Harriman road 
for lt« entire length, Mr. Harriman 
proposed to sell the Rock Island Com- 
pany half the stock of the Houston & 
Texas Central and also half the stock 
of the Texas Sc New Orleans, which 
taps tlie lumber, rice and oil fields of 
eastern Texas and Louisiana 
from 


Dallas. These roads were to serve as 
connecting links between the Southern 
Pacific 
and 
Rock Island 
systems, 


which are already connected 
at El 


Pwo, 


The State Railroad Commission as- 


sumes that this Btlfles 
competition— 


the competition of a road already built 
with one that was only projected. 
It 


does not stifle competition, for Dallas 
and Fnrt Worth are connected with 
Houston and Galveston by three other 
roads belonging to the Gould, M.'K. & 
T., anil Santa Fe systems. Instead of 
promoting competition, therefore, the 
joint ownership simply limits the com- 
petition to four lines instead of five. 
The road is not a trunk line for the 
Southern Pacific, but It will be for the 
Rock }sland, 


Undor the circumstances the ruling

BERKELEY, May 27.—A boulevard 


•will soon lend Its winding way and 
•haded walks to other attractions of 
beautiful Berkeley. The proposed road 
will start in the Scenic Tract north of 
the University, take Its way across the 
campus to the Piedmont entrance, fol- 
low along the latter thoroughfare to 
Dwlght Way and Warring, pass in 
front of the Institute for the Deaf, 
Du-nb and Blind, go through the beau- 
tiful Garber and Palache places, and | 
come out on Clareniont avenue which 
It will follow to the limits of the town. 
In other words it will skirt the upper 
end of Berkeley, affording a magnifi- 
cent view of the town and of the bay 
and of the University of California 
with its buildings and campus. In all 
the country around the bay It would be 
difficult to find a more beautiful drive. 
Although the scheme of a 'boulevard 


has been thought of by the prominent 
men of the city for some time, It was 
not until Presidc-r.-. Rickard of the 
Tovn Board of Trustees mentioned it 
at the recent Merchants' Exchange 
banquet as being one of the most 
cherished plans for the advancement 
of th'- city ancl the matter did take upon 
Itself a-definite shape. Since then an 
actlv^ interest has been manifested m 
the project with the result that the 
boulevard is now practically assured. 
The negotiations have been carried on 
so quietly that few residents have had 
any Idea as to how far the p'.ans have 
extended. 
There were several interests to be 


consulted before the route of the boul- 
evard could bo even temporarily select- 
ed. 
The University authorities have 


expressed their willingness to have it 
run through the. campus. This portion 
of the drive be will one of the most 
beautiful. 
The way will wind among 


the trees passing IH-IO'.S the amphi- 
theatre, 
going around 
the 
Mining 


Building, by the Chemistry Building 
and emerging at 
Piedmont avenue. 


With the consont and co-operation of 
the University gained the project as- 
sumed a definite shape. For from the 
University grounds to Dwii.rht 
Vvay. 


Piedmont avenue is already made Into 
a. beautiful drive. At present a private 
read leads through the places of i.'.ar- 
ber and Paiachc places. Joining Clare- 
mont avenue to a short street that 
Dpens Into Warring street. Tills drive, 
though a private one, is already used 


extensively for public travel. 
These 
two placer, are on a slope overlooking 
the bay and affording a view of the 
three cities on He eastern shore, and 
also a view of the hills that is equal 
to any that can be had.

IK at presmt no" way of reaching Ber- 
keley from Oakland except by roads 
that are laid with car tracks. 
Out- 
side of the fact that the proposed 
boulevard will be one of the most beau- 
tiful in the State, this added fact that 
it. will tot- the only drive into town 
places as practical the matter In a 
practical light. 
The other reason is 


also a practical one. There Is at pres- 
ent no adequate driveway through the 
Vniversity grounds from 
north to 


s:>uth. When this route Is laid wJth a 
broad str.'et with trees and walks on 
each side, Berkeley will be able to 
boast a boulevard such as have made 
some oth'-r of the Western cities? fa- 
mous.

NARROW ESCAPE 


FROM DROWNING, 


CHICAGO, May 27.—A dispatch to 


the Tribune from New York says: By 
dnxwing a revolver and threatening to 
kill any man who dared to open the 
doors ft 
R compartment in which a 


gang o fimen were working in the 
northern tube of the North River tun- 
nel. Superintendent Brady has saved 
his life ami the lives of fourteen other 
men in the compartmsr.'t and prevent- 
ed the flooding of the tunnel. 
Brady had joen expecting a break in 


the roof of the "black hol-e" and when 
It came and the water began pouring 
in ho quickly pushed his coat, vest 
and hat into the aporature. Nearly all 
of the men were Italians and became 
panic-stricken. They made a rush for 
the door of the compartment. Brady 
pointing his revolver at the man near- 
est the door, threatened to kill him 
if he moved another step. 
' The opening of the doors would have 
permitted the compressed air In the 
apartment (thirty-eight pounds to th« 
square Inch) to escape and the break 
would have Instantly enlarged and the 
water flooded the compartment, drown- 
ing all hands. 
Calling upon one 
the more experienced workmen, Brady 
Instructed him to telephone to Jersey 
City terminal for more air pressure and 
to aered a carload of sawdust bags. He 
had the Italians thoroughly cowed and 
•when the bags arrived under the per-
